The truck slammed into

The Conservative govern¬

The Immigration Depart¬ 
ment is leaning on officers 
to give a more critical as¬ 
sessment in new cases and 
telling them to report more 
often about existing files. 

The department recently 
issued a bulletin to field of¬ 
ficers saying flight from 
military service in another 
country may make some 
refugee claimants inadmis-

The new directive 
points to existing provi¬ 
sions of the Immigration 
and Refugee Protection Act

“Desertion is an offence 
in Canada under the Na¬ 
tional Defence Act,” says 
the notice, issued July 22. 

“Consequently, persons 
who have deserted the mili- 
taiy in their countiy of ori¬ 
gin may be inadmissible to 
Canada.” 

The bulletin stops short 
of imposing a flat ban on 
deserters entering the 
countiy, but it instructs im¬ 
migration officers to seek 
guidance when dealing 
with deserters applying for 
permanent residence.

LEARNING A LESSON FROM NOAH 


On the chance the Gulf of 
Mexico oil spill threatens 
some sea creatures with ex¬ 
tinction, naturalist Jack 
Rudloe hopes his laborato¬ 
ry can save them. 

Rudloe has launched Operation 
Noah’s Ark, using his four-acre 
facility an hour south of 
Tallahassee, Fla., to preserve 
more than 350 different 
specimens — everything from 
sharks to starfish, shrimp and 
batfish — in an environment 
that includes a grassland and du¬ 
plicates high and low tides. And 
he’s not doing it two-by-two. The 
fiddler crabs, for instance, num¬ 
ber around 50,000. 

“We have this endless supply 
of critters and water out there,” 
said Rudloe, 67, whose enchant¬ 
ment with the Gulf and its 


inhabitants dates 
back some 40 years. 

“We have to get as 
many animals in 
there as we can and 
then if the 
conditions permit, 
be able to put some 
of them back and 
get some things 
started.” 

Though the bro¬ 
ken oil rig has been 
capped since mid- 
July and little heavy 
crude is visible on 
the Gulf, Rudloe 
said he’s still com¬ 
mitted to the proj¬ 
ect. 

“I don’t believe 
that the oil is 
gone,” Rudloe said. “It’s still out 
there in cold water, little tiny 
droplets that could come spilling 


up here in the 
wrong conditions 
of one or two hurri¬ 
canes.” 

Rudloe’s Dicker- 
son Bay laboratory 
is about 20 miles 
from the 

easternmost point 
where oil has been 
reported on Flori¬ 
da’s Panhandle. 
Still, he worries 
about oil fouling 
his 50 tanks, which 
use saltwater 
pulled through an 
800-foot pipeline 
from the Gulf. He 
is installing filtra¬ 
tion systems just in 
case. 

“If everything is dead, the 
marshes are black, the water is 
foul... we still want to keep the 


place going,” Rudloe said. “We 
would have to have live support 
systems where we can keep 
things alive.” 

Rudloe estimates the project 
could cost $1.2 million US. He 
can’t afford that kind of 
financial hit, coming at a time 
when his wife — noted marine 
biologist Anne Rudloe — is bat¬ 
tling a serious illness. The non¬ 
profit, licensed facility, which 
attracts about 18,000 visitors an¬ 
nually, depends on admission 
fees, memberships and 
donations. 

A New York native who 
moved to Florida in his early 
teens, Rudloe, who is self-taught, 
has joined with his wife to write 
books on the Gulf ecosystem 
along with articles for National 
Geographic, Sports Illustrated 
and other publications. 
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Helping hands

O Will Ferrell and Mark Wahlberg breathe new life into genre with The 
Other Guys © Films that pair opposing lawmen often reflect real situations

The Other Guys certainly 
isn’t Hollywood’s first bud¬ 
dy cop movie. It’s not even 
the first one this year — 
thanks to February’s re¬ 
lease of Cop Out. 

With The Other Guys 
however, comic Will Fer¬ 
rell and Oscar-nominee 
Mark Wahlberg aim to re¬ 
vitalize the long-standing 
genre that has flourished 
since the 1980s with 
favourites like Beverly 
Hills Cop, Stakeout and 


Lethal Weapon. 

Commonly comprised of 
two opposing lawmen, the 
buddy cop movie may be a 
perennial favourite but the 
real question is, how true 
to life are these films? 

“Certainly I think they 
sex them up a bit for Holly¬ 
wood,” said Cam Woolley, a 
retired 30-year Ontario 
Provincial Police officer 
and now a television re¬ 
porter on Toronto’s CP24. 
“(But) most people proba¬ 
bly wouldn’t believe how 
much of it is true.” 

Ethnicity often plays a 
central factor in many of 


these films (48 Hrs, Rush 
Hour) but they aren’t com¬ 
pletely reliant on cultural 
distinctions. More impor¬ 
tantly, the main character¬ 
istic of all buddy cop films 
has to do with the interde¬ 
pendence between distinct 
personalities. 

“(In movies), they’re usu¬ 
ally dissimilar and that’s 
where you have half the 
fun where you have these 
two characters that don’t 
fit veiy well,” said Woolley. 
“And that’s true because 
the police aren’t usually 
picking their partners for a 
variety of reasons ... but 


you ultimately have to de¬ 
pend on each other.” 

Whether it’s such big- 
ticket blockbusters as Bad 
Boys or a Canadian hit like 
Bon Cop, Bad Cop, it’s that 
conflicting alliance that 
creates the perfect con¬ 
trast for classic comedy. 

“When coppers watch 
these movies, there’s lots 
of little sideways looks and 
giggles,” laughed Woolley, 
before hinting at an added 
value perhaps only officers 
can appreciate. “I always 
found it amusing that the 
boss always gets an extra 
hard ride.”

P eople get what 
they pay for. 

This is as true in 
law as it is in life. 
Here is one story 
that should 

make employees pause 
when they are offered a 
“free” consultation with a 
lawyer. 

I recently met with a 
client seeking a second 
opinion following his com¬ 
plimentary session with 
another lawyer. He had 
found a “labour lawyer” on 
the Internet whose 
website brandished a free 
consultation. Believing 
that he would get an opin¬ 
ion on his case without 
spending a dime, this 
client was unfortunately 
drawn to the lawyer’s 
promise. 

They spoke briefly on 
the telephone and the 
lawyer swiftly provided an 
“opinion” that he had 
been wrongfully 
dismissed. The problem, 
however, is that he was 
wrong. Based on the 
lawyer’s advice, the client 
gave him $1,500 to review 
the file and write a letter. 
He then signed an 
agreement permitting the 
lawyer to charge him 
based solely on the time he 
would spend on the file, re¬ 
gardless of the result. 

Later on, during the 
lawyer’s comprehensive 
review of the file, he 


discovered that the 
employment contract the 
client had signed had all 
but disposed of the case. 
The lawyer hadn’t 
bothered to discuss the 
contract as a potential 
problem during their ini¬ 
tial free discussion (some¬ 
thing that most 
employment lawyers 
should spot as a matter of 
course). But, by the time 
the lawyer later realized 
the significance of the 
issue, he had performed 
hours of work — which, 
according to the retainer 
agreement the client had 
signed, was time that he 
would be paid for. 

Therefore, the client 
had been billed twice the 
standard fee that most 
lawyers generally charge 
for an initial meeting for 
less than half of the work. 
In other words, this 
client’s “free” consultation 
had become something 
much different. And his 
cautionary tale is, unfortu¬ 
nately, not an unusual one. 
What should 
employees do? 

Avoid free legal advice 
or summary opinions pro¬ 
vided over the Internet or 
telephone, however tempt¬ 
ing that may be. Don’t 
work with lawyers who 
simply dabble in employ¬ 
ment law — and ensure 
you understand how you 
will be charged for your 
lawyer’s time.

As “digital natives” 
move through the sys¬ 
tem, they will push 
deeper into the online 
possibilities. 

Online classroom 
programs such as 
Wimba, Elluminate or 
WebEx and Flash bring 
lessons alive, while 
Adobe e-learning 
suites focus on demon¬ 
strating computer con¬ 
cepts.

Four New "Fast-Track" Trades Programs Launch at NAIT 

This fall, NAIT will be introducing four new programs that incorporate excellent trades 
training with rapid advancement through the apprenticeship system. This exciting new 
initiative, just announced by Alberta Advanced Education, creates an alternative to the 
traditional path from apprentice to journeyman. 

At the end of August, NAIT will offer full-time programs for Welders and Machinists that 
will fast-track graduates through 1st and 2nd year trades theory, coupled with hands-on 
skills. Successful students will be eligible to write their Apprenticeship Board exams and 
then follow up gaining work hours to complete their 2nd year. These students become 
eligible to be hired as machinists and welders - earning competitive wages - after less 
than six months of training. 

Machining Technicians will take 24 weeks of training in shop safety, hand and power 
tools, math skills and blueprint reading, as wells an introduction to CNC machining. 
20 weeks long, the Welding Technician program concentrates on 1st year and 2nd year 
welding theory but students will get a chance to hone their skills in GTAW, SMAW and 
OAW welding. Even though they may start with no experience, these students leave 
NAIT with 2nd year theory and job-ready skills. 

As well as being a great opportunity for students, Stewart Cook, NAIT's Chair of 
Machining, sees this as a great deal for industry. As oil production and manufacturing 
become busier in Alberta, graduates of the new NAIT programs are ready to fill available 
jobs, armed with trades knowledge and practical skills. 

As well as programs for those just entering the apprenticeship system, NAIT is offering 
two short and intensive programs for journeymen interested in preparing for AIT exams 
in a second trade. Titled "Qualification Preparation", these programs will work with 
steamfitter/pipefitters interested in obtaining a welding ticket and plumbers who want 
to become certified in steamfitting/pipefitting. 

Applicants must write a Test of Workplace Skills. Those who want to enroll in the 
Qualification Preparation programs need to submit proof of Journeyman status, as 
well as a letter from AIT. Tuition for the programs ranges between $1220 and $2920, 
however student funding may be available for the Technician training and the Welder 
Qualification Preparation program.

Even though Brett Favre 
has told some of his team¬ 
mates he’s calling it a ca¬ 
reer, the Minnesota Vikings 
are hoping for one last 
change of heart from the 
quarterback who just can’t 
stay retired. 

Favre has started to con¬ 
tact teammates and 
Vikings officials to say he 
will not return for a 20th 
NFL season, tight end 
Visanthe Shiancoe said last 
night. 

“He told a couple guys 
on our team he’s going to 
retire,” Shiancoe said after 
practice. “He hasn’t told 
me yet. I’m going to check 
my phone right now, but it 
hasn’t been said publicly 
yet so I don’t know what to 
believe.” 

Earlier yesterday, a per¬ 
son with knowledge of the 
situation told The Associat¬ 
ed Press that the 40-year- 
old Favre contacted the 
Vikings to say he wouldn’t 
return this season because 
his injured left ankle is not 
responding as well to sur¬ 
gery and rehabilitation as 
he had hoped. The person 
spoke on condition of 
anonymity because no offi¬ 
cial announcements were 
made. 

Coach Brad Childress 
said Favre had not told him 
directly that he plans to re¬ 
tire as of yesterday morn¬ 
ing.

A decade ago, trucks got 
trendy. At the start of the 
millennium, excess was 
in - eveiyone wanted to 
drive SUVs and 4x4s and 
footballers and rappers 
had to have Hummers.

You could bling them 
up with chrome wing 
mirrors, petrol caps and 
bars and they af&rmed 
their macho intent with 


model names that de¬ 
clared them an Outlaw, 
Intimidator, Barbarian 
and Warrior. 

Sales of double cabs 
worldwide peaked 
around 2007, but the 
pick-up took a hit with 
the global economic 
meltdown along with 
other new, and especial¬ 
ly, big cars. 

So where are they 
now? It’s one segment 
that’s bouncing back de¬ 
spite their potentially 
unpopular size — the big 
players have all had re¬ 
cent facelifts and their 
economy improved. 
Global leader is the Mit¬ 
subishi L200 or Triton. 
The 1,000,000th one was 
built in Thailand in late 
2007 and sales are going 
well globally, especially 
in Thailand and Aus¬ 
tralia. 

The lifestyle variants 
of the L200 remains the 
growth area since their 
introduction in 2001 
with the ‘4Life’ option, 
and options continue to 
increase, from fancy 
leather seats to new 
chrome extras. 

And the tax rates are 
still great. So it looks like 
they’re tempting people 
who want an affordable 
alternative to an SUV or 
just fancy these cars’ 
beefy good looks.
